Wasnixoron, Jan. 4—Governor Boo

New Yor, Jan. 4—In Siokes’ trial, after 
an exbaustive argument in which the charac~ 
ters of Fisk snd witnesses for the prosecttion 
were severely excesiated, Tremaine closed at 
one o’clack. There was great applause from 
the audience upon the conclusion of the ad- 
dress, which was suppressed by the Judge. 
After @ recess, Beach commenceu his reply 
for the prosecution, and spoke several hours; 
he reviewed at length the testimony of the 
principal witnesses, and called upon the jury 
to judge whether trom the story of Stokes 
himself, the case was not one of murder. 
Stokes’ early career aad the circumstances of 
the murder were commented upon sererely, 
On the question of premeditation, Beach 


‘submitted to the jury on a bread principle 


that at the moment Fisk was fatally sbot, tue 
prisoner Intended to kill. When bh had 
concluded, the Judge proceeded to deliver 
his charge, after complimesting the 
counsel and press for abataining from eriti- 
clems in the case. The killing being practi- 
eally conceded, the question was whether 
that killing was crime? It was agreed on 
both stdes that the killing was either murder 
in the first degree, or manslaughter in the 
third degree, or justifiable homicide. To 
determine the point at issue it was important 
to consider | whether there were two pistols 
found, and whether the prisoner was acting 
in self-deience. ff the jary believed the 
prisoner fired from premeditated to 
kifl, without feat of danger, they should find 
« verdict of murder in the first de; » unless 
they found manslaughter in the third degree. 
In conclusion, the Judge gaid it would be a 
great misfortune if the jary sow disagreed. 

The jury in Stoke’s tase, after a few,boars 
absence, entered about 1! o'clock, and ren- 
dered a verdict of murder in the first degree. 
Jetge Boardman deferredsentence until Mon 
day. The intelligence that the verdict would 
not be given till some time to-wight created 
much interest In many _— or the 
cuy. it wes ba expected, however, that 
me tenet wena te teddered s0 soon. ‘Dur. 
ing the latter days of the trial some appre 
hension was awakened amongst the friends of 
the prisoner at pertinacity and skill shown 
by. the attorseys for the prosecution; still the 
feeling existed among many that convicsion 
of muraer in the first degree would not be 
toend; that if there was -no disagreement 
among the jury, the verdict would be either 
justifiable homicide of manslaughter. 

New Yore, Jan. 6—Swokes was brought 
into court this marning to receive sentence. 
His counsel made an address in. relation to a 
bill of exceptions to the Judges rulings which 
he proposed to offer; the prisoner was then 
asked what he had to say why sentence of 
death should not be passed. Stokes said he 
had not violated the law intentionally sod that 
the testimony upon which be was convicted 
was manatactared and perjurea, The judge 
then ina very feeling address alluding to 
the youth and sarrouadings of tbe prisoner, 
sentenced him to be hanged om Friday, 28th 
of Agee | next, this being the shortest time 
that could be legally allowed a convicted 
man.
